Fifteen Hbrurii's have an intcrlihrury loan system for 
music, ami two furnish ** traveling'* lilu;aries. Two have lectures (in one him* 
weekly )* and both libraries pay for these lectures or-recitals. 

The Lott Auyvlcs < 4 Hu School Library makes a sinvialty of music and nmsieiil 
literature for public* school use ami issues u list of hook helps In biography* opera 
stories, and kindergarten songs and games; 2.500 tenehers draw steadily ui»ot« 
this col lection, whieh has an amiuul appropriation of $200. for honks on music, 
records, etc. The aim is to supplement the classroom work in music; to this end 
tin* records uml material a r« very thoroughly classified and listed in every school 
building.* The plan Is regarded as very successful und satisfactory. 

The !m$ .1 uyvlcn Public Library lias 2,3X8 Imoks on music in its main library 
and brunches, With 3,537 laaind volumes of music. The object lias been to iicuuitf 
a well ba lanced collect ion, , without «|>eclultles. No record is kept of users of t lt«<

The outstanding feature of the report from this District Is of course the 
- iiiusie division of tlie Library of Cony re* *. The functions of (his division are, 
to quote tlie words of tlie re|H)rt. ” national, international, and incidentally 
. loiiil. Its ultimate ambition is to make the serious study of music and the 
Hi era tore of music so comprehensively easy for Americans' as to obviate the 
necessity of consulting Euro]>eaii libraries exc^*j»t in very special Holds of 
musical erudition. Since the reorganization of the music division in 1902, the 
principle* of organic development has been adhered to consistently, with 're- 
sults best studied from the Annual Reports of the Librarian of Congress,' 
to 1017, from Mr. Son neck’s articles, and others as follows’*:

TI1K MUSIC DIVISION OK THK I.IRRAHY OK C'ONCJKKSS. 1 


The music <U'isIon was organized in 1897, when the collection* consisted 
almost solely of accumulated copyright deposits. It was an accmniilation of 
music, rhther than a collection, and certainly did not merit the designation of 
“ musical library.” In order to transform it into one worthy of such a name 
of the national library at. least four steps were necessa ry. These were (1 ) 
a survey and Pi*<fo>er organization of the eglstlng collection, (2) the deter- 
mination of a suitable scheme of classification and of a workable set of 
cataloging rules,. (31 a plan of development that wop Id he systematic, and (41 
the application of systematic effort in pursuance of this' plan through the 
acquisition of material. A decision to work along these lines was reached 
! * n 1002. .and for 15. years was most ably carried out under the direct -super* 
vision of Mr. 0. G. Sonneck, who was for that period chief of the division 
• - Before 1902 the chief resources of tiie music division were the copyright 
deposits. Consequently until 1902 the collection, generally speaking repre- 
sented only the product of the American press, either as original compositions 
and books on music by Americans or reprints of Eurojienn publications The 
collections embraced. In the main musical products of the American press from 
I l? 19 on * There were, of course, the several thousand ’items copyrighted bv 
j ^ European music publishers between 1801 and 19(02, but this was mostly music 
by present-day* composers. Apart from this there were some old English song 
? collections,- a few odds and ends of unknown origin, ami a single edltioii of 
Beethovente symphonies. ...

The printed catalogue of the Coe Music Collection and other musical literature 
in the Evanston Public Library is a book of 120 pages, dated 1916, and is valu- 
able .as one of the latest and most complete lists of Its kind. 

Two squares from the Evanston Public Library Is the school of music of 
Northwestern University, and here again is an example of sensible cooperation 
In library matters. As the public library Is well suited for general use, the 
university library specializes. It has 450 iwwks on music and 25 bound volumes 
of music, with thousands of unbound pieces which are regarded as part of 
the teaching equipmeht. There are about 200 orchestral scores, with many 
piano arrangements for two and four bands. The need of a chamber music 
collection Is obviated by a large collection pwned by a member of the faculty. 
The strong point of the library Is new publ I cations. There are no gifts, 
everything being purchased. In accordance with the policy of the library and 
faculty advice. An appropriation from fj^ry funds permits the annual 
outlay of $400 for music and $100 for books on music. 

The Peoria Public Library published a 56-page list of music and books on 
music and musicians in March. 1915. It summarizes 690 hooks on music and 
950 bound volumes of ihusic. selected with a view to general use. 

, .The Rockford Public Library has G0Q books on music and 150 hound volumes 
of music, all acqu red by purchase. It has a special pard index to all song 
collections, to which the patrons are partial. About $75 a year is spent on the 
music department, which seems to satisfy the local demand. 

The library of the University of Illinois , at Urbana, has 000 books on music 
•nd 4.215 volumes and cardboard-hound pieces oV music. There are about 100 
orchestral scores, and this number. Is Increased yearly. There are also 100 
chamber music works. The specialties are organ music, books on music, piano 
and String instrument music. Practically all of this library has been ac- 
quired by purchase, .and about $3,000 has been spent thus far, the annual ap- 
propriation for the library being $400. There is opportunity for Intensive 
study of organ music, history of musics and the classic cantata field. About 
2,000 persons use the library each year, hut since no publicity means are used 
the public is not acquainted with the scope And size of the music collection. 
The policy of the library is to add both hooks and music In larger measure 
thin in the past. Music rolls are used only in the school proper, not in the 
library.

The Smith College Library at Northampton, has 572 books on music, 850 
bound volumes of music, 2,239 unbound pieces of music, 100 pianola rolls, and 
300 records. French and German books make about one-sixteenth of the total. 
There are 250 orchestral scores and 40 of chamber music. Annually $200 is 
expended for music and $100 for books on music, of which sums $100 is from 
library funds proper and the balpnce from a special fund. Interest in the col- 
lection is increasing, and the library would gladly spend $500 annually 
for music and books on music.

- History, o|>era. and 
folk song are best represented. An effort is made to keep library patrons in- 
formed regarding musical progress. 

The Denison University Conservatory of Music library, at Granville. has !«>0 
books on music, 400 bound volumes of music, and about 3, IKK) unbound pieces, 
with 200 player-piano rolls and 50 records. A piano, player-piano, and phono- 
graph are available in the library. An unusual feature is the presence of 30 
primitive musical instruments. The main features of the book collection are 
works on opera and music up to the time of Bach. For the li&st 10 years a( 
least $150 has been spent annually on music and $100 on books. 

The Obcrtin College Library at Oberlin has about 2.500 books on music. 5u0 
bound volumes of music, 25,000 unliound pieces, 225 player-piano rolls, and 
150 records. There lire 125 orchestral scares and 75 chamber-music woyks. 
The outstanding feature of the library is the collection of books on the history 
of music. Next to this is musical biography and music for piano and voice. 
About $5,000 has been spent for books .on music and $15,000 for music, the 
annual appropriations being $150 and $400, respectively, from library funds 
proper. Interest }s increasing, an(^ about 15,000 persons use the music collection 
* annually. A larger collection seems warranted in view of the situation, ami 
the library would like to spend $750 annually on music and $250 on the litera- 
ture of music. 

A collection of 500 player-piano rolls is found in the Public Library at 
Toledo . The books on mtisic number 600 and bound volumes of music 150. 
Financial considerations prevent specializing in music for the present. Late* 

It Is hoped to make substantial Increases In view of the circulaton of the 
present material.

a comprehensive musician's library In itself, costs less than ti volt . and 

for merit belongs to that ty|*e and class of publication \vldch ought to he not in 
:a) but in public libraries. 

Precisely such scrinl puhlieations. in a way encyclo)H*dic publications, ought to 
form the .mala of e\ 1 »ry puhli<- collection. It Is the center from which the n»n- 
«*«mtrlc method of lihmry development mil Ih»s|. find its outward im|>etus; and no 
other method, provid«*Kit 1 »e not employed i«h> rigidly or. |>ediintlcully. will 
prtaluci' miuuliy satisfactory results. Without It the eolleeiiotiH will soon i>e«*omc 
niihaluiK'i'd ; they wilt. suffer from obesity here and from anemia there. v Xnr Is 
this all. • Such publications, plniined as libraries within libraries, Mud - 1 hem- 
selves to bihllography treatihent for refermice purimses niore .reudlly and 
•more fruitfully than cuj lections formed hy picking oi|t this or Unit work from 
catalogues,. Apd paradoxical, as it may sound, aniull libraries, with contents of 
such publletyiortg analytlcftlly cafulogoed. will often he In 9 better position flK 
supply n siulden demand for iqiecimenH of work by tiirmit‘<!f'the>way coiniawerA 
than ‘large libraries with an dperatltig force too small or administrative ma- 
chinery unsuited for projier nrml of collective puhlicatioim.
